The State of New Hampshire 
THE POLLS WILL BE OPEN FROM 9:00 A.M. TO 7:00 P.M. 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Loudon in the County of Merrimack in 
the said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Loudon on 
Tuesday, the 8th of March, next at 9:00 of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


Articles No. 2 through Article 31 will be taken up at the second session of 
the Annual Town Meeting on Saturday, March 12, 1988 at 9:00 a.m. Meeting 
to be held at the Country Hall, Mudgett Hill Road. 


2. Toraise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray charges for 
the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 


3. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to allow a 2% discount on all property taxes 
paid within 30 days after presentation of the tax bill. 


4. Tosee if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and the Town 
Treasurer to borrow on behalf of the Town, in anticipation of taxes a sum or 
sums of money and to issue notes therefor to an aggregate principal amount not 
exceeding the total tax levy during the preceding financial year, said notes to be 
paid in 1988 from taxes collected during the current year. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to dispose of 
land acquired by tax deed for the Tax Collector. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply for, 
accept and expend without further action by the Town Meeting money from 
State, Federal or other governmental unit or private source which becomes 
available during the fiscal year. (Pursuant to RSA 31:95 B (Supp).) This 
article shall: (1) be used only for legal purposes for which a town may 
appropriate money; (2) require the Selectmen to hold a prior public hearing on 
the action to be taken; (3) not require the expenditure of other town funds; (4) 
be exempt from all provisions of RSA 32 related to limitation and expenditure 
of town monies. 


7. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to withdraw and 
expend $10,000 from the Bridge Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of 
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repairing the Old Shaker Road Bridge and the Currier Road Bridge. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to close the Captain French Road, a non- 
maintained town road. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to close Pitman Road, a non-maintained 
town road. 


10. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 72:1-C by 
approving the following question: “‘ Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:1- 
C which authorizes any town or city to elect not to assess, levy, and collect a 
resident tax.” Passage of this article shall apply on April 1, 1988. 


11. Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 80:58-86 for a real estate tax 
lien procedure? These statutes provide that tax sales to private individuals for 
non-payment of property taxes on real estate are replaced with real estate tax 
lien procedure under which only a municipality or county where the property is 
located or the state may acquire a tax lien against land and buildings for unpaid 
taxes. (By ballot) (Article by petition) 


12. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to sell 37 serially 
numbered pewter Bicentennial coins, 92 unnumbered pewter Bicentennial 
coins and 59 unnumbered bronze Bicentennial coins, with coins to be sold ona 
first come, first serve basis. Coin purchases will be limited to two (2) coins per 
person. Numbered and unnumbered pewter coins will be sold at $10.00 per 
coin, bronze coins will be sold at $5.00 per coin. Both prices reflect the origina! 
asking price at the time the coins were minted. Further, to see if the Town will 
vote to preserve for historical purposes sixteen serially numbered pewter coins 
(numbers 13623857995: 120s42:1 122 123512400123; 126 2 eee ane 
200) and ten bronze coins. (Note: Only 200 pewter Bicentennial coins were 
serially numbered. ) 


All coin sales will be handled by the Selectmen directly, with a majority of 
the Board present at the time of the sale. Proceeds from sale of the coins will be 
used to defray taxes. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$28,900 to purchase the Gurney property which abuts the Town beach, for the 
purpose of expanding the beach facility. 


14. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to create an expendable general fund trust 
under the provisions of RSA 31:19-A to be known as the Recreation Facility 
Maintenance Fund, and further to see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $1,000 to be placed in said fund. This fund is an expendable trust, 
and withdrawals from this fund can include both principal and interest. The 
purpose of this fund will be the upkeep, maintenance, repair and replacement 
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of equipment and materials used in conjunction with authorized recreation 
facilities in Loudon. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$11,000 for the Recreation Committee to continue finishing the development 
of a little league baseball/softball field combination and to complete a soccer 
field to regulation size at the Loudon Recreation Area. Further, to see if the 
Town will vote to place any unexpended funds for this purpose into the 
Recreation Facility Maintenance Fund, upon completion of the ballfields as 
described in Article #14. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to withdraw 
and expend the remaining balance and interest from the Recreation Capital 
Reserve Fund (estimated to be approximately $5,000) for use by the 
Recreation Committee for continued work on ballfields and park facilities at 
the Loudon Recreation Area. 


17. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to purchase for the sum of $500 a.27 acre 
parcel of land from John and Elsie Rice, said land abutting the Loudon 
Recreation Area, and further to authorize the annexation of this land to the 
Loudon Recreation Area. (Note: Proceeds from the sale of an easement to 
Wilfred Ives will be used to make this purchase, requiring no levy of taxes for 
this purpose.) | 


18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to investigate 
and contract for a Cable Television franchise for the Town. Said authorization 
will not result in incurring any costs, nor will it result in the levy of any new 
taxes. 


19. Toseeifthe Town will vote to authorize that the Loudon Conservation 
Commission be empowered to manage Town owned forested land and that any 
proceeds that may accure from said forest management be placed in a separate 
Conservation Trust Fund to be managed by said Commission. RSA 31:1 10- 
1S. 


20. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to authorize the conservation Commission 
to establish a ‘““Conservation Fund” under the provisions of New Hampshire 
RSA 36-A:5. Said Fund would be allowed to accumulate from year to year 
including any funds that have accumulated in the past. Monies in said Fund are 
to be utilized for the management of Town owned forested lands. and the 
acquisition of lands, rights, and easements determined to be of significant 
environmental value to the Town; or to take any other action related thereto. 


21. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to accept 
private donations of land, interest in land or money for the purpose of 
contributing to the local matching portion required for acquiring conservation 
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land or interest in land and other costs associated therewith for permanent 
conservation use under the N.H. Land Conservation Investment Program and 
accept the State matching funds under the LCIP for the purposes of acquisition 
of the fee or lesser interest in conservation land. Said appropriated funds and 
State matching funds may be expended by majority vote of the Conservation 
Commission with the approval of the Selectmen. 


22. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following resolutions: 


A. Site Plan Review Authorization For Planning Board 
Pursuant to NH 674:43, the Planning Board is hereby authorized to 
review and approve or disapprove site plans for the development and 
change or expansion of use of tracts for the non-residential uses or for 
multi-family dwelling units, which are defined as any structure 
containing more than two (2) dwelling units. 


B. Filing of Certificate of Notice 

The Town Clerk shall file a Certificate of Notice with the Merrimack 
County Register of Deeds showing that the Planning Board has been 
so authorized and giving the date of authorization. 


23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$13,386.03 for the purpose of purchasing a new police cruiser at the State of 
New Hampshire bid price; and further to see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to withdraw and expend $13,386.03 from the Police Cruiser 
Capital Reserve Fund for that purpose. 


24. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to authorize the establishment of a third, 
full-time police officer, and further to see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $18,000 to fund this position. 


25. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Commercial/Industrial 
Development Committee to investigate and facilitate the establishment of light 
industry in Loudon. The purpose of this committee will be to seek out 
businesses which are suitable to the character of the Town and which can help 
in defraying the Town’s operating costs by creating other sources of tax 
revenues. The committee would consist of five members to be appointed by the 
Selectmen who would each serve for terms of one year, with no maximum on 
the number of years any one member could serve. No new taxes would be 
levied in conjunction with establishment of this committee. 


26. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to withdraw 
and expend a sum not to exceed $75,000 from the Solid Waste Capital 
Reserve Fund for engineering services relative to the design of a solid waste 
transfer station, hydrogeologic investigations and design of a landfill closure 
plan for the existing landfill. 
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27. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$390,000 to the Solid Waste Capital Reserve Fund for construction of a solid 
waste transfer facility with a balance of funds, if any, to be applied to future 
closure costs associated with closure of the existing landfill. 


28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$30,000 for the contracting of an ambulance transport service for the Town of 
Loudon for the ensuing year. 


29. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,200 
for the purchase of Hepatitis vaccination shots for members of the Rescue 
Squad. 


30. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$45,000 for the purchase of a new Rescue Squad truck. 


31. To transact any other business that may legally come before said 
meeting.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Throughout New Hampshire and the Northeast, growth continued to be the 
issue first and foremost in the minds of tax payers and their elected 
representatives. With an eye to the future, and experiencing the same growing 
pains as other communities in the region, Loudon found itself in 1987 faced 
with decisions regarding the limiting of growth by regulation of the number of 
building permits issued each year, whether or not to create an agricultural/ 
forestry preservation district, and the concept of encouraging commercial 
rather than residential development by creating a Commercial/Industrial 
District. Each of these proposals, presented to the Town through warrant 
articles at the 1987 town meeting, was adopted. As a result, by applying a 
percentage formula against the number of dwellings, the number of building 
permits to be issued in the ensuing year was limited to 44 new residential 
permits. The Agricultural/Forestry Preservation District was created in which 
minimum lot size increased from 2 to 5 acres. The Town also voted to create a 
Commercial/Industrial District which roughly follows Route 106. 


Another significant change occurred with passage of a bond issue for the 
Merrimack Valley School District to enlarge and renovate elementary schools 
throughout the district, and to construct a new middle school in Penacook. 
While Loudon residents watched the construction of the addition to the 
elementary school with great interest, they eyed their fall tax bills with 
something more easily defined as shock. The full effect of the complete 
reassessment of Town property in conjunction with the sizeable increase in the 
school district’s share of the tax rate did not become apparent until issuance of 
the fall bills. Despite efforts to control and monitor spending at the municipal 
level, little could be done to offset the effects of the school bond. 


Change was occurring in the conduct of Town business as well. As early as 
last spring, it had become apparent that office conditions at the Town Highway 
garage had deteriorated so significantly that the area had become intolerable as 
a working environment for the Town Clerk, Tax Collector, Tax Records 
Clerk, Road Agent and Selectmen. In addition to severe over-crowding, 
constant daytime use of the building pointed out the need to get the office 
workers out of hazardous environmental conditions caused by diesel exhaust 
being drawn in through the heating system. The Selectmen attempted several 
measures, including rerouting the cold air intakes, to alleviate the situation, all 
with little success. The last measure to be attempted was leaving the garage 
doors open which, while doing little for the office environment, made problems 
in the garage itself worse by subjecting the road crew to equally impossible 
conditions. With that in mind, the Selectmen chose to expedite and accelerate 
the renovations under way at the old Symonds property. Fortunately, a 
number of Loudon residents offered their services at low or no cost to the 
Town, and several others participated through construction phases handled by 
sealed bid. On December Ist, the Selectmen, Town Clerk and Tax Collector 
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opened for business at the new town offices on Village Road, formerly known 
as the Charlie Symonds property. While there remains much work to be done, 
the Selectmen feel that the town has grown into the need for town offices 
separated from the highway garage, and further that with a few more years and 
continued efforts, the new offices will be a source of pride and an historical 
focus for the Town. Anyone who has not yet had the opportunity to see the 
building should feel free to visit during regular business hours. 


In preparing the budget for this annual report, great care was taken to try to 
hold the line on spending, but remain realistic about the ever rising costs of 
municipal government. While none of us likes to think about increases in taxes, 
the following will highlight some of the areas where budget items had to be 
increased to manage the town’s business. 


Both the Planning Board and the Zoning Board of Adjustment have reached 
the breaking point insofar as the members and their secretarial or clerical help 
are concerned. The number of hours required in the exercise of these 
elected/appointed offices have grown beyond anyone’s expectations. Not only » 
are the Board members constantly involved in site visits and correspondence 
with applicants, but the number of permit requests and applications reviewed 
had increased dramatically. In an effort to serve the town better, and to have a 
greater opportunity to handle each of the applications as professionally and 
expeditiously as possible, both the Planning Board and Zoning Board 
Chairmen approached the Selectmen, asking that office space in the new Town 
offices be made available for clerical help, and for the storage of Board records. 
The Chairmen also asked that the Selectmen begin recruiting for a secretary 
who could serve for both Boards and who would be able to keep regular 
daytime office hours in the Town offices. While to many this may not appear to 
be a real need, you need only talk to Doris Berwick, Planning Board Chairman 
or Ray Cowan, Zoning Board Chairman. Either will be happy to give you 
details regarding the increase in the work load, and the need to employ 
someone knowledgeable about the various ordinances and regulations which 
the various Boards must apply and enforce. 


Another of the significant budget increases is the operating budget for the 
Conservation Commission. The Commission, chaired by Art Money, has 
taken an extremely active role in conservation and land use planning in the past 
year. They participated in monthly Planning Board meetings, insuring that at 
least one member of the Commission was present for each of the meetings to 
address such issues as wetland preservation, erosion and wildlife areas. They 
also took a very active role in the various excavation permit applications filed 
with the ZBA and assisted in investigating several complaints related to 
permitted excavations. The Selectmen wholeheartedly approved not only their 
participation, but the more active role the Commission is planning with regard 
to land preservation and conservation in our community. 
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The budget also reflects a significant increase in the area of legal fees. As 
you are all painfully aware, the cost of legal representation is staggering. As the 
Town has moved toward more careful regulation and permitting, and has 
instituted more stringent development and land use standards, the number 
of legal actions filed against the town has increased accordingly. Optimistically, 
the Selectmen had budgeted $5000 for legal expenses for 1987. The actual 
figures for legal expenses were more than triple that amount, and the budget 
has been increased consistent with anticipated legal fees for the coming year. 
As an editorial comment, the legal maneuverings of some developers and 
residents alike has created an unfair burden on the rest of the townspeople. The 
Town’s elected officials are obligated to pursue enforcement issues and to 
defend the Town against legal actions brought against it. Ita asad commentary 
on our society in general that we must settle so many of our differences in a 
court of law rather than in reasonable discussion and negotiation, or through 
the use of the ballot box. 


Unfortunately 1987 saw the discontinuation of service from American 
Ambulance. In the late fall, the Town was suddenly faced with the prospect of 
no coverage. While Loudon is fortunate to enjoy the services of a well-trained 
and highly professional volunteer rescue squad,the Town has no means by 
which to transport accident victims to the hospital. As a result, the Town 
continues to negotiate with various ambulance services for the best, lowest 
cost coverage for the Town. You will find the cost of such services reflected 
in one of the warrant articles. Again, while the Selectmen hesitate to support 
big money increases in the budget, this is an item which the Town cannot afford 
to take lightly, and we urge your support of this article. 


The Selectmen participated in October in the dedication of the new tennis 
courts as part of the recreation area project to Homer A. LaBonte. Homer, a 
lifetime resident of Loudon and a member of the recreation committee up to the 
time of his death, was a true tennis enthusiast and ardent supporter of youth 
sports activities. It was with great pleasure that this dedication was made and 
the courts ‘officially’ opened for use of the Town. The Selectmen would also 
like to offer special thanks to Mrs. Homer (Dorothy) LaBonte for her very 
generous gift of $500 for the purpose of setting up a fund to provide no-cost 
tennis instruction to Loudon Youth. Your donation and contributions to this 
trust are encouraged and applauded. They not only support the youth of our 
community, but pay tribute to the memory of Homer LaBonte, who dedicated 
so much of his time and talent to the recreation project. 


This year’s budget also reflects inclusion of $20,000 to the Bridge Capital 
Reserve Fund. This measure was already long over-due when approved by the 
Town at last year’s meeting. In the fall, the Selectmen were notified that the 
State of New Hampshire had completed its inspection and rating of all the 
bridges in Town. While the news could have been much worse, the people who 
live on Currier Road and Old Shaker Road might not agree. The State 
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engineers recommendation for those two bridges was that the Old Shaker 
Road bridge be closed immediately until it can either be repaired or completely 
replaced. It was also recommended that the Currier Road bridge be limited to 
passenger cars. When the reports were received and reviewed by the 
Selectmen, the bridges in question were posted and the school district notified 
of the postings. The wisdom of salting away money each year for the 
systematic repair and upgrading of our bridges is just starting to hit home. We 
will ask for your continued support in this area, and urge that you support the 
article requesting withdrawal of monies from the Bridge Capital Reserve to 
begin these projects. 


Another significant event took place this past July when the State 
Department of Environmental Services mandated that the town, within 90 
days of notification, file with the State a plan for closure of the landfill. While 
we all knew that orders for closure of the landfill were somewhere down the 
road, we had not anticipated receiving notification at this early date. 
Fortunately, the Solid Waste Committee had been working on preclosure 
measures through performance of site survey work. Solid Waste Committee 
Chairman, Glen Chouinard immediately began preparation of a draft request 
for proposals for the necessary engineering to design and oversee construction 
of a solid waste transfer facility, and for hydrogeological study of the landfill 
site for eventual monitoring of hazardous wastes once the landfill had been 
officially closed. The Selectmen, legal counsel and Glen Chouinard met with 
representatives of the Department of Environmental Services in early October 
to discuss the RFP and to detail the proposed timetable for closure of the 
landfill and for monitoring activities at the site. The Department accepted the 
Town’s proposal and the Selectmen, in conjunction with the Solid Waste 
Committee, proceeded to publish the Request for Proposals, to review those 
proposals submitted, and to narrow the field of candidates to three professional 
engineering firms: Kimball Chase, Weston, and Haley and Aldrich. The Solid 
Waste Committee and the Selectmen met with the three candidates for 
presentation and, following discussion with the Solid Waste Committee, chose 
the firm of Haley and Aldrich/Hoyle Tanner as the engineering firm to 
complete the required engineering. The actual engineering cost estimate in the 
selected proposal is $74,300 to be withdrawn, with the Town’s approval, from 
the Solid Waste Capital Reserve. The remainder must be included as a budget 
item. Again, while the Selectmen are not anxious to increase the number of 
dollars which must be raised through taxes, the Town is under a mandate from 
the State of New Hampshire to effect closure of the landfill. This project over 
the next several years will have a significant impact on the municipal portion of 
the tax rate. 


One of the warrant articles which will require raising moneys through taxes 
is the proposed acquisition of the property which abuts the Town beach. The 
beach saw heavy use this past year, and the number of residents and guests 
using this facility has grown with each passing year. Among the problems 
created by this increased usage is the lack of parking available, and the limited 
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amount of space actually available on the beach. The current owner of the 
property abutting the beach has offered this piece of land and beach to the 
Town at a price of $28,900. In a year where significant increases in taxes has 
affected us all, this may seem like an unnecessary expenditure. The availability of 
beach property, particularly where it would allow for expansion of the existing 
recreation facility, is limited. Therefore, we ask that you support the warrant 
article requesting the Town’s support to raise and appropriate money for 
acquisition of this property. If nothing else, the purchase of this land will serve 
as an investment for the Town in event that use of the beach is ever 
discontinued. 


Finally, the Selectmen would like to address the rumors constantly 
circulating about the high turnover in personnel in this past year. Change 
makes everyone uncomfortable and is often perceived as a threat. In the case 
of both the Highway Department and Police Department, change was 
inevitable if the Town is to keep up with the increasing demands of the times. 
The Selectmen were accused of ““micromanaging”’ both of these departments. 
In essence, however, the only micromanagement occurring related to 
accounting procedures and standarized personnel practices. If getting a better 
handle on how and why tax dollars are spent is micromanagement, then all of 
us should try it more often. The Selectmen, however, feel that the taxpayer is 
the customer and deserves the best service the Town can provide.

REPORT OF THE TAX COLLECTOR 


Carol Maxfield, elected Tax Collector on March 10, 1987, resigned her 
office on May 13, 1987, leaving no deputy to assume the legal duties of that 
office. The Selectmen called for an audit of the Tax Collector's records by the 
auditors, Carrie, Plodzik and Sanderson and issued a recommittal of the taxes 
to Mary Jane Gordon, appointed as Tax Collector. 


In September 1987 at Mrs. Gordon’s request, the Selectmen advertised for 
applicants to the position of Deputy Tax Collector. Mrs. Gordon appointed 
me Deputy on September 22, 1987. Subsequent to that appointment, Mrs. 
Gordon took a leave of absence on November 11, 1987, and then resigned as 
Tax Collector on December 31, 1987. Tax bills had been mailed on December 
4, 1987. 


As is customary at the close of the financial year, an audit and recommittal 
have begun. Unfortunately, because of the auditors’ heavy schedule of 
municipal audits at this time of year, that audit could not be finalized prior to 
this year’s annual report going to print. Consequently, the customary Report 
of the Tax Collector will be provided as an addendum to the Annual Report.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


Personnel turnover had been the topic of discussion throughout the Town. 
Road Agent Bud Fiske and the majority of the highway crew left this spring or 
summer. However, there had been personnel turnover before. I quote from 
Bud Fiske’s 1986 Highway Report “‘There was a complete work force 
turnover in the spring.’ The Selectmen have hired a new Road Agent, and the 
highway crew is back to full force. 


The main projects for 1988 are to replace a mile of tar road on the Ridge, and 
to replace the bridges on Old Shaker and Currier roads. These two bridges 
were either closed or restricted to weight limits by the State of New Hampshire 
Inspection Reports. The establishment of the Bridge Capital Reserve Fund in 
1987 was an excellent idea, as several wooden bridges were built in the 1930’s 
and need replacement. 


Ongoing maintenance included six miles of tar road shimming and sealing. 
Ten culverts were replaced and others cleaned. In the future, grading of dirt 
roads must receive more attention. I am sorry that lack of time and operators 
left problems this fall. 


Approximately ten weeks and $25,000 was devoted to East Ricker Road 
this past summer. The anticipated assistance from the Chichester highway 
department was not forthcoming. Whenever a small highway crew works this 
long on one big project, other areas do not always receive adequate attention. 
Therefore, contracting out the Ridge Road project this summer makes sense. I 
hope the townspeople will support this idea. 


I enjoyed most days as your Acting Road Agent, and appreciate the citizens 
who understood my position. It is my firm belief, that if you have a problem 
with road conditions, summer or winter, that you should first call the Road 
Agent. If the proper response is not made, then other action would be 
appropriate. In the past, Road Agents have been extremely good about 
responding to our citizens.

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LANDFILL REPORT 


As our citizens can see, our landfill is running out of room. The metal and 
tire piles continue to build. Regarding the metal and tires, it has become 
impossible for towns to give these materials away. In fact, it now costs large 
sums of money to have these items removed. Finding buyers for scrap metal is 
a problem. 


There have been questions about free sand from the landfill. Loudon citizens 
are welcome to take sand, providing they load it themselves. Quantity should 
be limited. Once the new transfer station is functional, I am not sure how, or tt, 
this practice will continue. 


Werecently hired a part-time person to help segregate various materials. As 
you know, we are mandated to separate and not bury certain items. We also 
appreciate your continued cooperation in this endeavor. 


Questions regarding the future transfer station, and the closure of the current 
landfill should be directed to the Selectmen or the Solid Waste Committee. It is 
my understanding that the new transfer station will be operational in the 
summer or fall of 1989.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The past year has been a hectic but rewarding year. There have been many 
policy changes within the police department to help us maintain the coverage 
and protection that the taxpayers deserve. 


Having been able to have two crusiers available has helped immensely, not 
only to have visible patrols but to have at all times emergency back-up, which 
is particulary essential on Friday and Saturday evenings. 


Merrimack County Dispatch has given us 6,596 calls which is a decrease 
from last year which is mainly due to having a full time officer being able to be 
at the Police Station 80% of the time and can handle the calls as they come in 
and respond immediately. There were 9,550 radio transmissions. 


There has been a substantial increase in the growth of the town which has 
required an increase of officers. All officers are required to be certified by the 
State of N.H. Police Standards and Training Council. 


I would like to take this time to thank you, the residents of Loudon for your 
support and understanding. We are here to serve you 24 hours a day. Your help 
and support will aid us in being the professional department that this 
community deserves.

LOUDON VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Loudon Fire Department is proud to announce that we have added six 
Certified Fire Fighters and two Licensed Ambulance Attendants to our list of 
volunteers this year, but we are still appealing for more volunteers. Because of 
attrition we are now just holding our own. However, we also need to grow to 
meet an increasing demand for our services. If you’re interested in joining the 
Department to help, please contact any Department member. 


In March 1986, the community voted to buy a new fire truck. This tanker 
was put into service in April of 1987. This truck is a fine piece and is serving us 
well. Enclosed in this town report is a picture of same. 


In 1988 the Department would like to upgrade its rescue truck. The existing 
truck has served for 7 years, but the Rescue Squad has outgrown it. Through 
town funds, donations, federal and state grants and fund raising drives, the 
Squad has managed to build its equipment inventory to the point where it now 
exceeds the capacity of the truck in both weight and space. The second reason 
for upgrading the truck is to provide a patient holding area to protect and 
stabilize a patient until an ambulance can transport. If you will notice from 
the list below, we had 69 calls for medical aid plus 42 vehicle accidents during 
the past year. Bad weather can become a real factor when you have to treat a 
patient outdoors. Your support for this truck would be appreciated so that we 
can better serve you. 


A reminder that the State of N.H. adopted the NFPA 101 Life Safety Code 
which now puts these codes in effect in Loudon. One of the requirements of 
these codes is that all homes new and old have smoke detectors. This 
department supports this provision as good common sense. Early warning 
protects both LIFE and PROPERTY. We would be glad to assist with 
guidelines for placement of smoke detectors to gain their maximum effective- 
ness.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1986 and June 1987, we experienced fewer fires than normal. 
The three leading causes of forest fires were again children, fires kindled 
without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden and debris burning. All 
causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. 
Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility of 
State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; 
however, your assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest tax law 
may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden, or Concord Forest Protection 
Headquarters at (603) 271-2217. 


If you own forest land, you became responsible for the timber tax payment 
starting April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law that will impact 


all forest landowners. Contact your Board of Selectmen for timber tax forms.

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LOUDON RESCUE SQUAD 


Although, during the past year, the Rescue Squad experienced a slight 
decrease in the total number of calls for medical aid and vehicle accidents over 
1986, we remained very busy with training and other special projects. 


Each year the Squad tries to purchase more advanced equipment and obtain 
necessary training in order to better serve the community. At this time, the 
equipment we purchase will provide the Squad with Advanced Life Support 
capability. In 1987 we initiated a campaign to purchase a Cardiac Monitor/ 
Defibrillator. This equipment can be used to monitor normal and abnormal 
heart rhythms, as well as provide an early, potential life saving ““shock” to a 
patient that has experienced a lethal cardiac arrest. By requesting contributions 
from the Town’s homeowners and businesses, along with holding a raffle and an 
extremely successful flea market, the Squad exceeded its goal of raising $7000 
in less than 6 months. This equipment is now on order and should be available 
before town meeting. Once the required training is completed, the equipment 
can be put into service. I would like to thank the entire community for the 
generous support of this fund drive. 


There is a warrant article this year for funding to provide the members of the 
Rescue Squad with a vaccination against Hepatitis. Members of the Squad are 
at a higher risk of developing this highly contagious disease when coming in 
contact with blood or body fluids. We urge your support of this article to 
provide a degree of protection for the members of the Squad. 


The Rescue Squad also asks that you support the warrant article to raise 
funds for the purchase of a new rescue truck. Our present truck has served us 
well over the past seven years, but no longer has room for equipment or 
additional squad members. Also there is no room available to place a patient 
while waiting for the arrival of an ambulance. 


Finally, the members of the Rescue Squad would appreciate your support 
for the warrant article to raise funds for ambulance coverage. In October, the 
ambulance company that has covered the Town for the past 4 years went out of 
business. Since that time the Town has not had reliable, 100% full time 
ambulance coverage. Since the Squad doesn’t have the personnel to provide 
24 hour coverage, it is essential that an independent ambulance company be 
available. During these times of rising costs and decreasing federal support it 
has become impossible for a company to provide full time coverage without 
some financial support from the community. 


The Loudon Rescue Squad is still looking for people. If you are someone 


who cares about your friends and neighbors and is willing to volunteer time to 
help in a time of need, please contact any member of the Squad. We are 
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desperately in need of people who are in Town during the day. Our only 
requirements are that you be at least 18 years of age and have a willingness to 
learn and a dedication to helping others. If anyone has questions about the 
Rescue Squad or would like to volunteer, please contact me at 783-9884.

The Loudon Planning Board had a very busy year as well as a productive 
year. After untold volunteer hours and meeting nights, the Board finally 
produced a finished package of land use regulations, ‘““The Land Development 
Regulations’’, formally enacted July 1, 1987. We trust these regulations will 
guide us in wise planning policy through future subdivisions for the Town of 
Loudon. 


Business transacted by the Planning Board during 1987 included: 


19 Subdivisions (total, 49 new lots) 
2 Business Permits 

53 Building Permits (issued in January, 1987) 
5 Annexations 


As Chairman of the Planning Board, my goal was to make the functioning of 
this Board another aspect of Town business, taking the actual day to day 
business out of the homes of Board members, including countless phone calls 
and an increasing load of paperwork. Additionally, I strove to consolidate 
more planning activities which would require review by both the Planning 
Board and Zoning Board of Adjustment. These goals were both met late in 
1987 with approval from the Selectmen to open an office in the new Town 
Offices located in the Village. There will, in 1988, be limited hours for 
answering questions and reviewing regulations so that applicants can be 
referred to the proper Board or, as some applications will require, joint review 
by the Planning and Zoning Board. Thanks go to the Selectmen for helping to 
solve this problem. 


I would also like to take a moment to thank the Townspeople who, in the last 
12 years of my Planning Board tenure, have supported me and who have dealt 
with the board with grace and good humor.] ask that you continue to show the 
same kind of support and encouragement to Planning Board Chairmen and 
Members in the future. 


To my co-workers, I thank you for your constant support and help at all of 
our many meetings and conferences. My best wishes to all of you.

ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


The Loudon Zoning Board of Adjustment has had a busy year with 12 cases 
heard and acted upon. There were 10 variance request, 7 of which were 
granted with 3 being denied. There was one special exception request which 
was approved, and one gravel excavation application approved under RSA 
155-E. It appears that the transition from a no-zone town to one with zoning is 
progressing as well as can be expected. There are a few areas tht need to be 
addressed. 


It should be noted that all of the zones have defined set backs, i.e., front, side 
and rear yard set backs, even for non-residential structures that do not need 
building permits. Therefore, if a barn, shed, or some other structure is being 
planned, the proper set backs for that zone must be met. 


The question of use pertaining to a commercial venture in the Rural 
Residential District or a residential structure in the Commercial/Industrial 
District continues to be a problem. At this time, there can be no new 
commercial ventures in the RR District nor can there be any new residences 
built within the CI District. The way to tell what can or cannot be done in a 
particular district is to find the proposed use in either the Permitted Use list or 
the Permitted by Special Exception list. If the proposed use is not there, then a 
Variance needs to be obtained from the Zoning Board of Adjustment. 


The procedure to apply to the Zoning Board of Adjustment for a Variance or 
a Special Exception can be obtained from the Zoning Board of Adjustment 
clerk. 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment holds its regular monthly meetings on the 
4th Thursday of the month in the old Court Room in the Village. The meetings 
start at 7:30 p.m. Anyone is welcome to come and see what goes on. If you 
wish to talk to the Board, an appointment is preferred; but one can drop in and 
at the end of the meeting, during “new business”’, get an opportunity to talk to 
the Board. 


I would like to thank the board members and alternates and our clerk for 
their cooperation and efforts put forth in 1987. I would also like to thank the 
people who have come before the Board for their understanding inworking with 
us to understand the new zoning regulations that became effective in March of 
1987.

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MAXFIELD PUBLIC LIBRARY TRUSTEES REPORT 


The trustees of the Maxfield Public library report that the past year’s 
activities and programs have involved and benefited many children, adults, 
civic groups, historians, and students. The Supervisors of the Checklist, the 
N.H. Division of Public Health Services, and the Friends of the Library 
continue to hold their meetings at the library. Since the fall, the teachers and 
students from the elementary school have made weekly visits to use the 
library’s collection and services while their building addition has been under 
construction. 


To promote the library’s presence in the community, an open house was 
held, two evening programs for adults were presented, and a newsletter was 
distributed to patrons and new visitors. In April, the film and discussion of 
“Through the Eye of the Camera, the Changing Rural World of N.H. in the 
Thirties” was presented by Larry Benaquist and David Leinster. In September, 
an open house was held in conjunction with the Old Home Day celebration. In 
October, the 1980 film ‘‘Ghosts of Cape Horn’”’ which retraced the perilous 
sea journeys of square riggers during the mid-nineteenth century was shown. 
The MPL Newsletter that brought more information to those who use the 
library was also well received. It announced fall programs, listed new and 
current books and magazines, and explained services and hours. 


Nancy Hendy, our enthusiastic librarian, has devoted many hours this year 
to cataloging new and gift books for ease of reference. The N.H. Library 
Trustee Association awarded her a scholarship to complete a course in 
cataloging through the State Library. Her assistance with the school children’s 
visits, in promoting and administrating the summer reading program, with the 
training of library volunteers, and in researching and ordering books and 
materials has been outstanding. 


The upkeep of the library’s building and grounds has been an ongoing 
concern of the trustees. Light fixtures have been replaced, the mailbox moved, 
the toilet sealed, the flagpole secured, and the furnace cleaned. New signs and 
flowers have improved the look of the library grounds. An energy conservation 
audit on the building is scheduled for March, 1988. 


The trustees gratefully acknowledge the volunteer efforts of the Friends of 
the Library in raising money and sponsoring regular story hours. Special 
thanks go to them for donations to purchase the 20 volume Raintree Illustrated 
Science Encyclopedia, the 16 volume Early Settler History series, and other 
valuable reference books. Their funds are also helping towards the purchase of 
a newer model photocopier. 


Space inside the library remains the library’s greatest need. The capital 
reserve fund for future expansion of the library’s building is growing and plans 
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for what that addition may look like continue. Until then, the trustees are 
researching ways to install adjustable book shelves and use the space within 
the library’s two rooms to its best advantage.

It has been a busy and productive year for the Maxfield Public Library. 
Circulation figures are up more than 80% over those of 1986. Just under 1000 
books and magazines were checked out in November alone. A memory 
typewriter was added to the equipment at the library. It is an enormous time 
and work saver since it can mass produce catalog cards that the staff had been 
typing individually. 


The highlight of the year has been the visits from the 10 classes of the 
Loudon Elementary School. Since October, the classes have been walking 
down to the library with their teachers for an hour’s visit. Each class has an 
opportunity to listen to stories and book summaries and to learn library skills 
on a biweekly basis. The children also use this time to talk to each other about 
the books that they have read. Even though this has meant more work for the 
teachers and the library staff, it has been a terrific way to provide the children 
with access to books while the school addition is under construction. Most of 
the school’s own library books are packed away at this time. The visits will 
continue on Monday, Wednesday and Friday from 1-3 p.m through June of 
1988. 


Story hours were given monthly with a series of weekly programs run by 
Friends of the Library, Pat Ordway and Coleen Filer, in the fall. Their series 
featured children’s films and craft activities in addition to story-telling. In 
April, it was “standing room only’ as Pastor Don Sweimler enlivened his 
stories with a puppet show. The library has been truly fortunate to benefit from 
the talents of these volunteers. 


The Trustees and the library staff drafted and distributed a newsletter in 
September. This was a very popular project which will be repeated in 1988. 


The library still welcomes gifts of books that are in good condition. Those 
that are not put on the shelves are sold with the discarded library books at 
booksales. Thanks go to everyone who donated books this past year. Special 
thanks go to the following individuals who gave large quantities of books: Pat 
Ordway, Tyler Moser, Phyllis Nilges, Jack Willis and Sandra Belanger. 
Several hundred books were donated by Clint and Bunny Cowan, formerly of 
North Village Road, in memory of a longtime library supporter and past 
Trustee, Mrs. Isabelle Prescott. A special fund was started through the 
Friends to remember Mrs. Prescott by providing varied benefits for the library. 
A donation of $100.00 was received from Phyllis Vray of Swampscott, Mass. 
in memory of her uncle, Mr. Arthur Vray. 


Some of the people who worked hard to help the library were the cataloging 
volunteers Joan Malfait and Theresa Batchelder and library assistant Melissa 
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Willis. All of the Friends of the Library deserve grateful recognition for their 
work in fund-raising and their involvement in such programs as the story hours, 
the Summer Reading Program finale, the Halloween Party, the Old Home 
Day booth and the “‘Just-for-kids Shopping Day”’ in December. The P.T.O. 
was also helpful in co-sponsoring events. Their donation of $100.00 was 
essential in providing for the Summer Reading Program along with money 
from the Friends. 


One of the Friends, Irene Cadrette, has done outstanding work in 
volunteering over 140 hours at the library in 1987. Without her help, it would 
have been nearly impossible to accommodate the visits from the elementary 
school classes. 


As community interest and support for the library grow, the need to find 
more space for books, displays, programs, tables and storage becomes more 
acute. In 1988, possibilities for ways to add more space to the building will be 
researched and discussed.

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SOLID WASTE COMMITTEE REPORT 


In August of 1987 financing of the Concord Regional Resource Recovery 
Plant in Penacook was finalized. This step concluded the planning and 
permitting stage for this facility that is now under construction. As one of 27 
member towns of the Resource Recovery Cooperative, the Town of Loudon 
has committed itself for the delivery of household solid waste to the facility 
which is scheduled for completion in the summer of 1989. For eachton of trash 
delivered to the facility the town will pay a tipping fee of $23.00 To deliver this 
waste to Penacook requires the construction of a transfer station which is to be 
located at the existing landfill site. This site was surveyed and mapped in 1 987. 


The entire solid waste issue has been discussed and presented at town 
meetings since 1985. At town meetings in 1986 and 1987 voters approved 
appropriations of $60,000 to a Capital Reserve account to be applied to the 
planning and design of the solid waste transfer station. 


In July of 1987 the town received an order from the State of NH Bureau of 
Solid Waste Management to develop a compliance schedule for closure of the 
existing solid waste landfill. In response to this order, the Committee drafted a 
request for qualifications and proposals for engineering services related to: 


1) Design of the solid waste transfer station 
2) Hydrogeological Study of the Existing Landfill 
3) Design of a Landfill Closure Plan 


In December of 1987 the Selectmen selected a consultant to provide these 
services for a fee not to exceed $74,300. The consultant selected was chosen 
from nine proposals on the basis of qualifications, scope of services and fee. 


Regarding the transfer station, a fall of 1988 or early spring of 1989 
construction is desired. The design process on the facility was recently begun 
along with hydrogeologic testing at the landfill site. As of February 1, a cost 
estimate for the proposed facility was not available, as a final design has not 
been prepared. 


Associated with the construction of the transfer station and landfill closure 
study are three warrant articles. Article 26 authorizes the Selectmen to 
withdraw amounts from Capital Reserve, as required for completion of the 
transfer station and landfill closure designs. 


Article 27 appropriates $390,000 for equipping and constructing the 
transfer station. This figure represents a typical cost of a modest facility. 
Approval of this article will allow construction on a less costly facility to 
commence in the fall. Should the construction estimate exceed the available 
funding either construction will be delayed until next year’s town meeting or a 
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special town meeting will be held. The Solid Waste Committee is recommending 
to the Selectmen that a public informational meeting and/or public hearing be 
held prior to soliciting construction bids on the facility. The size, type, 
equipment needs, etc., decisions for this facility are anticipated to be made by 
June. At that time a detailed estimate will be available. 


While the $390,000 estimate certainly represents a major apropriation by 
the Town’s residents, the landfill closure costs will greatly exceed that amount. 
Based on the estimated 11 acres of landfill to be closed and a typical closure 
cost of $85,000 per acre the town can expect to face an estimated $935,000 
appropriation over the next two years. Unfortunately, we have no choice in 
this matter. Our intent, therefore, is to appropriate the transfer station costs in 
1988 and the closure costs in 1989 and 1990. Prior to next year the Committee 
and Selectmen will investigate alternative means of funding such an appropria- 
tion. 


In addition to the warrant articles, $6,478.74 has been included as Loudon’s 
share of the expenses of the Resource Recovery Cooperative in the Solid 
Waste line item appropriation. 


Regarding the committee’s activities for the coming year, the following tasks 
have been established: 


1) Continue to represent the town on the Joint Board of the 
Concord Cooperative and the Central New Hampshire Solid 
Waste District. 


2) Supervise the design and study efforts for the transfer station 
and landfill closure designs. 


3) Develop and convey design recommendations to/from the 
Board of Selectmen. 


4) Investigate the benefits of either mandatory or voluntary 
recycling. 


5) Study other landfill related issues such as operations and 
maintenance requirements, septage management alternatives, 
scrap metal, tires, construction debris, and brush disposal 
alternatives. 

6) Investigate transfer trailer hauling options and cost proposals. 

7) Coordinate Committee activities with other Town boards and 


committees, aS necessary. 
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Prior to closing this report it should be pointed out that even though the 
Town of Loudon is about to face tremendous costs associated with closure of 
the existing landfill, the Solid Waste Committee and Selectmen believe that 
the Town’s involvement with the Concord Resource Recovery Project still 
represents the most financially responsible and secure solution to the Towns 
solid waste problem. The $23.00 per ton tipping fee is very favorable compared 
to the $70 to $100 fees being charged at commercial landfills. Because the 
facility sells electricity to PSNH at a very favorable long term rate, the costs 
will hopefully stay low, as long as PSNH remains financially solvent. As a 
worst case scenario, should the facility not be able to sell any electricity, the 
cost of disposal at the facility is likely to be comparable to market disposal 
rates at commercial landfills. 


In closing, the committee wishes to thank Bud Fiske and Bill Chesley for 
their fine service as committee members. We also wish to thank the Selectmen 
for their guidance and efforts related to this committee. We welcome any 
comments and suggestions from the residents of Loudon.

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LOUDON RECREATION COMMITTEE 


The Loudon Recreation Committee had a very busy year overseeing the on- 
going development of the Loudon Recreation Area as well as conducting the 
Town’s Summer Playground Program. 


Status of Loudon Recreation Area Development 


The development of the Loudon Recreation Area continues to be a top 
priority of the Committee. In late June the Town saw the construction of its 
first two tennis courts and a regulation basketball court completed at the Park. 
The tennis courts were dedicated this fall by the Town in the memory of long 
time resident Homer LaBonte, who had been a member of the Recreation 
Committee and tennis enthusiast. Mrs. Dorothy LaBonte made a donation to 
the Recreation Committee in the memory of her husband to help fund a 
‘**Homer LaBonte Youth Tennis Instruction Program” to be conducted at the 
new courts this Spring. Anyone interested in serving as an instructor for this 
program should contact the Recreation Committee through the Town Office. 


This fall the Town bid out as required by law the construction of the 
anticipated baseball and soccer fields at the park. Bids were higher than 
forecast originally due to the extensive amount of loam required to properly 
develop the fields. Therefore a contract was signed with the low bidder to 
construct a regulation skinned infield baseball field and a nearly regulation size 
soccer field using part of the baseball outfield. It is anticipated that the 
construction on this phase of the project will be completed in early spring. 


The Recreation Committee is asking you to support warrant article(s) at 
Town Meeting this year which will provide adequate funding to complete the 
remaining little league/softball field combination by this coming fall. 


Summer Playground Report 


Due to construction of the addition at the Loudon Elementary School the 
Recreation Committee was forced to either cancel the entire summer program 
or seek other quarters for the Summer. After meeting with members of the 
American Legion Post 88 in Loudon, the Post through their Commander 
James Minery Sr. was kind enough to let us use the Post as our center of 
operation for the summer program. 


Approximately twenty-five to thirty children attended the program on a 
regular basis for four weeks with additional numbers of children dropping by 


for activities and special events that were of particular interests to them. 


The program this summer was under the Director of Scott Hamilton, a 
Loudon Elementary School Councilor with assistance from returning teacher, 
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Mrs. June Lang. Highlights of the program included the daily Arts and Crafts 
program led by Mrs. Lang plus a traditional visit by Santa Claus, bus trips to 
the State Park Beaches, movies, a visit to the Loudon Fire Department 
conducted by Mr. Wilcox and participation in the New Hampshire Hershey 
Track and Field Meet in Concord in July. 


Sports and Special Contest competition proved to be extremely popular this 
year with the Hot Shot basketball competition won by Mickey Michael, other 
contests and winners were Bike Rodeo by Jackie Waldvogel; World Jr. 
Frisbee Competition by Bill Dollof; Bubblegum Contest by Cris Michael; 
Frog, Worm and Toad Race by Kevin Stinson; Pet Show by Todd 
Murchison’s Bird and the ever popular Pet Rock Race by Nick Power. 


Allin all the summer program was a success and the key to the success of the 
program was the children and of course their parents who were supportive and 
willing to help out when help was needed. 


The Loudon Recreation Committe wishes to extend again a Special Thanks 
to the Loudon Youth Athletic Association, its officer, directors, coaches, 
sponsors and volunteers who make the youth sports program possible. 
Without all of their hard work and dedication it would not be possible to have 
such a fine youth sports program in our Community. As residents of Loudon 
we should all be supportive of their efforts. We would also like to thank the 
Board of Selectmen for their continued support of the Committee’s efforts both 
with the summer program and the development of the Recreation Area and for 
overseeing the Town Beach. Also thanks to the Highway Department for the 
help they have provided at the park and to Carole Cushing for her 
administrative assistance.
